Dropped Into the Sea. 

Mount MeCulloch, a peak SOO feet 
high west of Unala has dropped 
‘into the sea following a volcanic erup- 
tion, according to information brought 
to San Frinciseo by the revenue cut- 
ter McCulloch, Officers of the govern- 
iment vessel that instead of the 
'mountain there now a landlocked 
bay three miles wide, into which the 
cutter sailed and in which she made 
soundings. The water showed a depth 
fof from eight fathoms at the edges to 
twenty-five fathoims in the center, 
Mount MeCulloch was first seen a year 
ago, When the cutter after which it is 
named arrived off the coast.—San 
Francisco Argonaut,

In the comparative seclusion of the 
modest home of a French-Canadian 
doctor in Richmond, Que., there is ut 
present. residing a lady connected 
closely by marriage with a number of 
the highest houses of the old French: 
aristocracy, and particularly with the 
House of the Orleanist pretenders. 

This irteresting personage is the 
Countess of Bois-Hebert-Gaste, widow 
of the late Count of Bois-Hebert-

In fifteen minutes you have the 
new experience of a dark African 
with its brilliant southern 
stars and the blazing fires, each with- 
in its circle of laughing, chattering 
natives, whose white teeth gleam in 
the firelight as they throw their heads 
back in huge enjoyment of any joke. 


They are almost uncanny, those 
gleaming white teeth! Everywhere 
just firelight and black, indistin- 


guishable figures and rows of gleam: | 
ing teeth! 

The second evening we stop at 6 
o’clock, while it-is still daylight, and 


so we get a longer stroll: We have | 
now made friends with the one or 
two other travelers, and a_ little 


friendly gossip. passes the time until 
a meal is ready. It is so interesting | 
to know why these other travelers 
fre there, esch in his way so different | 
from the traveler at home, who ex- | 
cites neither interest nor syrprise.

Winnipeg. The test has proved that 
so fur as hardiness is concerned, the | 
Hippophae berry is entirely at home | 
in this climate. The plants have nev- 
er shown a trace of winter damage in 
any year. They combine extreme! 
hardiness with a_ prolific fruiting 
habit. One of the curiositées at the! 
Provincial Horticultural exhibition! 
in Winnipeg last year was one of these | 
plants, bearing a prodigious quantity 
of fruit. : 

The Hippophae is a strong growing 
shrub, with small foliage of a silvery 
green color, and yellow, minute flow- 
ers, succeeded by bright orange color- | 
ed fruit. The fruit is larger than the | 
currant and is easily picked, While, 
it might not be relished by every one, 
to most people the fruit would be 
considered highly palatable and _plea- 
sant. The shrub is dioecious in bloom, 
some of the plants producing only 
male blossoms and others only female

The news of the total loss of the 
Hudson Bay Company’s famous sail- 
ing ship, “Stork,” a few week's ago, 
ou Lisbon Shoals, Hudson Bay, has 
caused no little grief among the share- 
holders and the factors and other of- 


ficers of the company in the North- | 
very | 
much on the value of the cargo of furs | 


west, whose salaries depend 
she was carrying to London, England. 
According to Hudson Bay Co.'s of: 
ficial reports at the time of the wreck 
the “Stork”? had on board a cargo of 
furs valued at about $130,000, the 
of the previous year, 
and which it is feared is totally loss. 
Lloyd’s agent at Moose Factory, H.B., 
reports the crew qll saved, and the 
captain on his way to London in 
another ship, while the crew marched 
leisurely overland from Moose Fae- 
tory to Montreal on snowshoes. The 
sailors on the Hudson Bay Co.’s ships 
are, as a rule, recruited from the 
Orkneys, and enter when young lads. 
The captains are 
splendid abilities as seamen. 

The ‘Stork’? has probably the most 
remarkable reeord of any modern 
sailing ship. At Tloyd’s she was 
known among the marine insurance 
speculative brokers and others as the 
“Spectre Ship.’ In the course of 
nearly thirty years’ service the stout 
old ship has been the cause of many 
exciting incidents at Lloyd’s.  Per- 
haps her most notable achievement 


was last year, when she had an un- | 
usually large cargo of valuable furs, | 


and was many months overdue, 
According to Lloyd's the reinsur- 
ance rates jumped seventy-five gui- 
neas per cent., and just after this 
sudden rise the vessel was reported 
Insur- 
ance speculators were badly hit, as 
the rates at once went down, but

seen or heard of her at any port along 
the English or French coast.

FOR FORESTRY SCHOOLS 


SUGGESTION BY PRESIDENT OF 
FORESTRY ASSOCIATION. 


Thinks Government Should Appoint 
Lecturers to Give Practical Talks 
on Forestry Subjects—Each Prov- 
ince Should Secure Benefit of Prac- 
tical Advice Given by Authorities. 
Toronto.—At a session of the fores- 

try convention, President Snowball of 

the Cunadian lorestry association, 
said: 

“A government should not stop with 
the establishment of forestry schools, 
but should also appoint lecturers to 
visit the forested portions of the dif- 
ferent provinces und give practical 
talks on forestry subjects in language 
easily understood by those who can- 
not attend college.” 

He said each province should have 
the whole of the wooded urea gone 
over by persons properly qualified to 
report upon the nature of the soil, 
what lands are suitable for farming, 
what should be retained for timber 
growth, what blocks will never pro- 
duce large timber and where the thin- 
ning out of timber would be an ad- 
vantage. . At the headquarters of 
all principal streams there should be 
forest reserves for the regulation of 
water supply, and fish weirs should 
be maintained to enable the finny 
tribes to reach their spawning grounds 
and perpetuate the species. 


To Try Yaks in Canada. 


Ottawa.—A small herd of yaks, a 
domestic animal new to this continent 


but common in parts of Asia and 
northern Europe, will shortly be 


brought to Canada under charge of 
the department of agriculture, with 
a view to ascertaining their suitabil- 
ity for domestication in the northern 
parts of this country. The suggestion 
that parts of Labrador and the Can- 
adian hinterland might be suitable 
for yaks was made by Mr. Ernest 
Thompson Seton the naturalist, dur- 
ing a visit to Ottawa some time ago. 
The flesh of the yak is the same in 
flavor and texture as that of the com- 
mon ox. It is somewhat like the 
buffalo, but has a docile temper. 

Mr. Setoon believed that it could be 
bred and domesticated throughout 
the whole northern belt of Canada, 
from Labrador to the Yukon. Over a 
year ago, while visiting the Duke of 
Bedford, who has a herd of yaks, Mr. 
Seton suggested that a few of them 
be sent to Canada for experiment. 
The Duke offered to give six of his 
herd to the Canadian government, and 
his offer has been accepted. This ex- 
perimental herd will be brought to 
the Central Experimental Farm, and 
their numbers will be increased by 
fresh importations as soon as exper- 
jence justifies it. 

The yak’s chief habitat is in Tibet 
and the adjacent parts of central 
Asia. Its hair is long and covers in 
fringe-like style its flanks and should- 
ers. The yak rug is a notable article 
of commerce. Yak milk is one of the 
chief articles of diet in Tibet. The 
yak does not like heat at all and is 
found in the summer season as high 
as 20,000 feet above the sea level, 
In Tibet it is both a wild and domes- 
ticated animal. 


Handle Trains by Telephone. 

Winnipeg.—The C.P.R. is to try 
train despatching by telephone on its 
western lines. Instructions have been 
issued for the installation of the tele- 
phone system on their line between 
Winnipeg and Brandon, and it is ex- 
pected that it will be in operation by 
March. If the experiment proves sat- 
isfactory under existing atmospheric 
conditions other section will be con- 
verted. This announcement was made 
by William Whyte, second vice-pres- 
ident.

ALBERTA. 


LESSON VIII.—FIRST QUARTER, 
FOR FEB. 21, 1909. 


text of the Lesson, Acts vi, 8-15; vii, 
54, to viii, 3—Memory Verses vii, 55, 
56—Golder. Text, Acts vii, 59—Com- 
mentary by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

We have in this book of the Acts the 
history of the beginning of the church, 
the body of Christ, gathered from 
Jews and gentiles by the Spirit 
through the apostles and others who 
were used as well as the apostles, such 
as Stephen and Philip, men who were 
chosen and set apart to oversee the 
ministration of funds to the poor, but 
who, being tilled with the Holy Spirit, 
were used mightily in preaching the 
word. Our Lord Jesus said concern: 
ing His church, “The gates (wisdom, 
power) of hell shall not prevail against 
it” (Matt. xvi, 18), but He did not say 
that hell would not fight against it, 
but just the contrary. So He instruct 
ed the prophets centuries before (Jer. 
i, 19; Ezek. il, 6. There are always 
enemies without, but sometimes the 
trouble gets within the church, as in 
the case of Ananias and Sapphira, 
Now it is a case or many cases of dis- 
satisfaction on the part of some being 
ministered to from the common fund. 
The twelve therefore called the dis- 
ciples together and appointed seven 
men full of the Holy Ghost and wis- 
dom to see to these matters, Stephen, 
a man full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost being what we would call chair 
man of the committee. The apostles 
gave themselves to the word and pray- 
er, and the disciples multiplied greatly 
and many of the priests followed, So, 
whether it was prayer and preaching 
or serving tables, the Spirit wrought 
and God glorified in them. 

We must be Spirit filled for every 
kind of service, even the lowliest, if 
we would truly serve the Lord, Happy 
are those who can look up into His face 
and say, “For any manner of service 
wholly at Thy commandment” (L 
Chron, xxviii, 21). ‘To accept meekly 
and cheerfully whatever He appoints 
us and hear it or do it “unto the Lord” 
and “before the Lord" is all Me asks 
of us and to continue therein till He 
calls to something else. Stephen, have 
ing accepted the lowly and difficult 
service, is soon found working mir- 
acles and so speaking that those who 
heard were unable to resist the wis- 
dom and the spirit by which he spake. 
Such manifestation of the power of 
the risen Christ so stirs the adversary 
that Stephen fs arrested and brought 
before the council, and false witnesses 
lay to his charge things that he was 
wholly innocent of. While he was be- 
ing thus treated like His Lord the 
Lord must have been smiling upon 
him, for the reflection was seen in his 
face, which seemed to the council like 
the face of an angel. 

Being permitted to speak for himself, 
he rehearsed the national history from 
Abraham, through Isaac, Jacob, Jo- 
seph, Moses, and on to David and Solo- 
mon and the temple, and then to the 
immortal Son of David, the true tem- 
ple. He enlarged upon the ill treat. 
ment of Joseph by his brethren and of 
Moses by the people whom he was 
sent to deliver and then accused them 
to their face of being the murderers 
of Jesus, as their fathers had been of 
the prophets. Those to whom Peter 
preached were pricked in their hearts 
and asked what they should do, and 
thousands repented and received Jesus 
as their Saviour and Lord (il, 36, 37), 
but these were cut to the heart and 
gnashed their teeth, stopped their ears, 
cast Stephen out and stoned him to 
death. Spirit filled Peter got 5,000 
souls, but Spirit filled Stephen got 
stones enough to kill him, and in each 
case God was glorified. Although the 
young man at whose feet the wit- 
nesses who stoned Stephen Jaid down 
their clothes continued his murderous 
career a little longer, perhaps when we 
have clearer light on the connection 
between Stephen's death and Saul's 
conversion we may see that Stephen, 
through Saul, won more souls than 
Peter. The ways of the Lord are of- 
ten to us a great deep, but we are sure 
that ‘as for God His way ts perfect” 
(Ps, xviil, 30). Spirit filled Stephen 
looked up steadfastly into heaven and 
saw the glory of God and Jesus and 
was able to pray for his murderers, 
“Lord, lay not this sin to their charge.” 
If we look up into heaven as he did 
and see Jesus there for us, we will not 
see our persecutors nor feel mucb the 
stones that are thrown at us.
